man Blackwood's account in that bank 
from January 1, 1927, to the time the 
bank closed in November, 1930. 


The Orr letter citing Walton's pay- 


ntcnls to Engineer Madding was pre- 
sented to the Audit Commission in 
affidavit form, and then explained in 
oral testimony, participated in by both 
Engineer Madding and Orr. 


The portions of the letter relating

Totul retail sales of all Arkansas 


stores reached a figure of $411,858,201 
in 1929, according to the first census 
of distribution ever taken by the 
federal Census Bureau. 


There was a total of 18,040 retail 


outlets in 1930 according to that cen- 
sus. 
With a population of 1,854,482 


people, this represents an average of 
) 7-10 retail stores from each thousand 
of population. When the tolal of the 
money spent at retail is divided by 
he total population it is discovered 
that the average per capita expen- 
diture is $221.89. Thus the average 
retail expenditures of a family of five 
n 1929 was $1109.89. 


If retail purchases of Hempstead 


ccunty averaged the same as the per 
capita average for the state, the 30,847 
.eople of this county spent $6,844,841.83 
n that yew. However, since the per 
:apita expenditure of the people in 
-.i.ttle Rock, and other metropolitan 
icnters is greater than the state av- 
rage, it is presumed that this figure

His father was not • 
man of means and was a retired pro- 


cess-server. His mother at the time 
of her death had no means of her 
own. Wund admits that the only 
source Of his income from May 5, 
1922,-to the date of these presents 
('presents' being Wund's explana- 
tion) consists of his salary, which U 
som* $3,000 a year, and the purchase 
and'sale of securities, and in the 
latter his operations resulted in a 
loss of $20,000.

1, 1925, Wund's bank-account and 
his wife's bank-accounts showed 
that every dollar they 
had was 


$244.20; and then he goes on the 
vice-squad at a salary of $3,000 a 
year.
